Even the most casual observer has 
noticed the remerkable and frequent 

changes of position and shape of tho 
moon; recurring as they constantly do 
in « certain order, These changes 
were "probably the first colestial 
phenomena which attracted the at- 
tention of the carliest obacrvers and 
Philosophers. The appearance and 
nine of the «un emed always the 
ame, the stars «hone with tho same 
brilliancy, but the moou was always 
changing its size and shape. 
These changes were for «a long 
time a pnzzle to them. But after 

ng years of constant aud patient 
watching, they discovered that, while 
the moon appeared to move from cast 
to west, she really bad au independent 
motion of her own —that of turning 
on her axis, besides revolving round 
the earth from west to ast, which 
revolution is the cause of the monthly 
phases of the moon, (by phazes of the 
moon, we mean the different appear- 
ances the mvon presents from one new 
moon to another) and is performed in 
about the same length of time that it 
takes the moon to turu on its axis, with 
however a slight difference. 

When we speak of new moon, we 
mean that the moon is between the 
earth and the sun; so that, that part 
of the moon upon which the snn is 
shiving is tarued toward the sun and 

its dark side is toward the carth and 
is therefore, invisible, or technically 
ing, in conjunction with the sun; 
aud as our lunar orb, being opaque, 
is capable only of receiving and re- 
flecting light from the sun, wo do not 
nee any of its illuminated side at new 
Goh. But in ber revotntion from 
— went to east, more and more of the eu- 
lightened side becomes visible to us 
until we can bee one-half of the 
illuminated side; then we speak of it 
as having quartered. Continuing her 
journey round the earth, so that the 
is between herself and the sun, 
and the whole of her illuminated side 
is presented to our view, we have full 
moon, or a4 astronomers say, the moon 
is in opposition to the sun. At this 
point, half of the moon's revolutions 
round the earth has been completed. 
After having reached full moon, the 
proportions of the illuminated side de- 
erease in the same manner that it in- 
ereased until it is new moon again. 
The period of time which elapses from 
one new moon to another, or the 
time which tho moon takes in 
turning on its axis, is called 
a lunar month, aud is about 291 days 
long. 
That the same sido of the moon is 
always precented to the eacth is proven 
by the constancy of the physical feat- 
ures of the moon's diese as seen through 
the telescope. 

Of all the heavenly bodies, the moon 
is that of whose physical features we 
> can learn most. With the naked eye 
one can plainly see on its dise bright 
and dark spots of various shapes, 
which, with the aid of powerful tele- 
scope, are found to be mouutains, 
Plains and valleys. Considering the 
vize of the moon, it is much more 
mountainous than the earth, and its 
mountains are mnch higher than ours, 
and they do not run in ranges like 
ours, but are single peaks scattered 
over nearly all of its entire surface. 
Tue lunar mountains are almost all

Tt is not known that the mon con 
tins any large bolices of water, such 
u ovceans, Has, octe, The wid: and 
apparent level tracts scen in the moon, 
and which bavo been called sons by 
dome, have been fonnd upon examina- 
tions ts bo tracts of low land. Most 
avtronomers deny the cxistence of an 
atmosphere upon the moon. If an 
atmosphere does exist there, it is not 
of sufficient density to refract the 
rays of light in their pax«aze throngh 
it. The abwence of water and the non- 
exizteres of an atmosphere prevent the 
possibility of there being clouds on the 
moon, For if there were clouds there. 
they would have been visible to us af 
some time or other. 

Astronomers ay the general appear- 
ance of the moon's disc has been the 
same for nearly 2,000 years. No iudi— 
cation of vegetation or change of sen- 
sous have been observed daring all 
thess years, and this is a natnral con- 
sequence, taking into consideration 
tho absence of air, clonds, etc. Again, 
Herschel says: The climate must be 
very extraordinary; the alternation 
being that of unmitigated and burning 
sunshine, fivreer than an equntorial 
noon, continued for a whole fortnight, 
and the kvenest zoverity of frost, far 
exceeding that of our popular winters 
for an equal length of time.” Th 
moou's day and night are really 1ts 
summer and winter. Is the moon a 
habitable boly? This question has 
puzzled the zages and philozophers of 
all ages, Without air awd water, if 
such is the condition of our satellite, 
and it is very pr bable that it is pos 
senged of neither, it seems impossible 
that intelligence constituted similar to 
ourselves, could exist for a single hour 
upon its surface. 

If it is peopled, what arc the mental 
endowments of those beings, who in- 
habit our satellite? What place do 
they occupy in the scale of existence? 
Aro they beings of a snperior or an in- 
ferior order to the inhabitants of our 
darth! 

The same power that called the 

moon into existence could have as 
ensily created beings fitted to the 
habitation of its surface. For it 
would scem naworthy of so great and 
glorions a work to presume it was 
formed for the sole purpose of attend- 
ing the earth, and throwing on it a 
fow reflected beams from the sun. 
That it does exert a powerful infla- 
ence in raising the tides is generally 
conceded, but how far this influence 
operates upon the animal and vego- 
table kingdoms wo are unprepared to 
uv. 
Says one writer: After many years 
of reflection on tho enbject, we 
have arrived. at the . conclasion 
that the agency and office of the moon, 
is to give diversity of currents and 
force to the elements employed by 
nature to keep up a healthy and vig- 
orous action over all parts ot the 
earth's surface, in connection with the 
same, and acting the part of a local 
regulator of atmospheric currents and 
conditions, and thus perform the part 
of a snb-agent, under the sun, iu giv- 
ing perfection to the wise and gener- 
ons provisions of nature in carrying 
ont her beneficent desigus toward the 
earth and her offspring.” 

But if it is not inhabited, why the 
existence of such a world? For what 
ments regulated with such care aud 
exactness? And why docs she per- 
form her allotted task with snch sileut 
magnificence and sceming ease? 

These are questions which the 
scientific world will endeavor 
to answer in the future. We 
know of only three inflnences 
which the moon is eaid to exert on ter- 
restrial bodies. These influences are 
those produced by her light, heat and 
attractive force. The suulight, which 
she reflects, acts upon chemical ele- 
ments, the growth of plants and ani 
mal life, Some substauces which are 
exposed to the influences of the sun's 
light grow pale, while others grow 
black. Now the light of the moon be- 
ing three hundred thonsand times 
lens than the }light of the sun, its in 
fluence upon terrestrial objects must 
be very slight, It is tho same with 
the moon's heat, which is also reflect- 
ed, but in her attractive forec thero is 

rent power, so that the ebb aud flow 
of the tides are caused by it, about 
which we shall speak at another timo. 

Loving nature, as we do, in all her 
varied and beautiful phases, we have 
imply hinted at some of her grandeur

In considering how God prepared 
the world as a mission field, the spe- 
cial work of missionary heroes shonld 
be well noted, It is interesting to the 
mind to read the religions history of 
ancient times and observo how Chris- 
tinnity and civilization caught out 
and spread abroad among ifs nations. 
\t one time it secmed that falso ideas 
of Christian civilization prevailed in 
the land, The form of Christiavity 
bad not developed itzelf as now. 
Men with uncivilized measnres 
dwelt in ignorance and cuper- 
tition violating the laws of God, and 
defiling human society, without knowl- 
edgo of accountability before Divine 
Justice. This idea reigned until the 
advent of the new Christian era 
bronght about a great reform; men 
uo longer took weapons of war to 
march against their fellow men that 
they shonld bow to the sceptre of God- 
but organized themeelves into Chris, 
tian «ocieties of various denomination. 
to extablich the Christian faiths 
From theso organizations mission- 
"ries went ont to all parts of heathen 
lands; their chief object being to aid 
others to see, tho main thing in re- 
ligior is the love of Christ in the 
heart showing its presence in the love 
of all meu, and in the purity of per- 
sonal life, It was this missionary zeal 
that flred the heart of the heroic Co- 
Inmbns to start for the shores of Asia, 
hose conquest resulted in this Amer- 
can continent which hes given 80 
many missiauaries to the foreign mis- 
siouns. Among the first to enter the 
field from this vineyard were those 
whose hearts had been touched by the 
vad story of Africa, related by Stanley 
and Livingstone, who, for years had 
toiled as missiouary explorers in that 
dack, benighted land, The Saviour 
once snid to His disciples, Go ye into 
all the world aud preunch my gospel.“ 
They look ont upou a world to conquer 
and throngh their faith be made sul, 
ject to God; the battle was not then 
as now; today the Christian religion 
goes ont from the world's powers. It 
is from art, from literature, from 
philosophy, from law, from commeree 
and even from military powers that it 
And God has inspired men's 
hearts to be missionaries in carrying 
this knowledge into heathen lands, «0 
that either the world's civilization 
must fail and let tho ages of darkness 
return, or the triumph of this civilize- 
tion must bear the name of Jesus to 
the end of the world. Mach can be 


nid of missionaries of carlicr 
(lays, who went to foreign 
mission tields at tho peril 


of their lives, not only to carry the 
gospe!, but to teach, instruct and edn- 
cate the inhabitants of those far-off 
lands, To read the history of mission 
work done ly differout deuvominations, 
there issues «a stream of comfort from 
its source to know the African Meth- 
odist Episcopal chureh of America bas 
sons and daughters that have sigued 
the mission roll and are laboring in 
foremn lands to reap the harvest of 
men, Special attention should be 
given to the beloved Bishop Turner, 
who is vow making his third voyage 
to Africa, likewise the Rev. Ridgel, 
who is still laboring there. 
These, with many others, are 


teaching, helping aud educating what 
is apparently the outcast of the world. 

In those mission stations missionaries 
must be sent and cared for, churches 
must be built and school houses must 

be erceted, and, can the Leathen, who 
knows nothing of God and hnmanity, 

do this? And shall they, whose soule 
are lighted with wisdom from on high, 

can they, to men benighted, the lamp 
of lite deny? May it be understood 
that this work is uot only for certain 
individuals, but to the whole church, 

that through her obligations, the gos- 

pel might be preached to every cren- 
tare, Recently this thought seems 
to have reached the minds of 
church members for almost two-thirds 
the members of the Protestant church- 
es aro women aud nearly as soon «as 
the churches began to organize Chris- 
tian societies, special organizations 
were made on the part of Christiau 
women to aid the great work of Chris- 
tianizing the heathen, True evidence 
is given of this fact by the Vorcs or 
Misstoxss, which speaks so highly of 
the missionary department attendeo(l 
by Christiau women, among whom 1s 
found the name of the sainted sister 
(Gorham, who labored so effectual'y in 
the wilds of Africa as a missiouary, 
teaching and helping to enlighten the 
minds of that poor, ignorant na- 
tion. She and other devoted 
smters have cast their lots in foreign 
mission fields; they have contributed 
of their means, their time and even 
their lives in order to bring about a 
Christian reform. Would that more 
time might be given to this work, and 
that every Christian would consider 
himself « missionary in God's grand 
field, each with his own sickle in 
hand going forth to reap the harvest

Bowrox, Mass., Feb. 6th, 1895, 
It has come to our knowledge that 
wrong impressions concerning the at- 
titmdo of Miss Willard toward the col 
ored peop'e of America have beon made 
in certain quarters, and as an act of 
justice we desire to put it on record 
that no such eriticiems would be for a 
moment received in her own conntry 
by thoco who have any adequate 
knowledge of Miss Willard's character 
and carcer. Her ancestors were Abo- 
litionists, her childhood home was on 
the line of the underground railway 
for fleving ſugitive slaves; ber father 
was one of tho fonnders of the Free 
Soil, afterwards the Republican party; 
and her convictions and sympathies as 
proved by her speeches, books, and 
editorial articles, are with those who, 
from the beginning of tho great anti- 
slavery agitation, have been devoted 
to the canse of the colored people. As 
president of the National W. C. T. U. 
and founder of the world's W. C. T. U., 
Mies Willard has always maintained 
the position that no colored line conld 
be drawn by either society, and the 
women who have thus far guided and 
controlled there great national organ- 
izations have never sought to establish 
any distinction in either, but have 
freely and gladly accepted the colored 
women as officers, and delegates to the 
conventions of both. Within a fow 
weeks Mis Willard publicly deelared 
that if a certain Woman's Club of Chi- 
ceago, of which she is a member, de- 
clined to receive colored women on 
terms of equality, che should resign 
her membership. 
The National W. C. T. U. is organ- 
ized on the basis that each state has 
the right to manage its own internal 
affairs. In some of the southern states 
colored nnions have been formed with 
tho hearty concurrence of leading col- 
ored women. hon thean nnions end 
their delegates to the World's or Na- 
tional W. C. T. U., they are received 
on terms of perfect equality with white 
women, It is due to the White Rib- 
bon movement that this statement be

I am sure Mrs. McCoy en- 
tertains vrry sad reflections in connuec- 
tion with her s0journ in this distant 
land, Coming here as she did in com- 
pany of, and under the tender care of 
a devoted husband, and returning a 
and, bereaved widow; committing to 
tho tomb all that was mortal of a man, 
than whom the race has no grauder 
ard more devoted, What other than 
a dark and over-drawn picture might 
be expected of one, thus effected, and 
thus bereaved, - Better could not be 
expected, unless our distinguished an- 
tagonist possesses more race love, and 
greater - caste-hate, than is peculiar of 
Afro-Americans who have learned to 
respect those things governed by white 


men and women, and despisc any 
effort upon tho part of his 
own race to rise in the 


scales of national life and activity. I 
venture the assertion that were Liberia 
a British or American colony, and no 
more advanced than dhe now is, that 
not balf the abuse, ridicule, &c., 
would be imposed on her. But the 
idea of « Negro government is a thing 
despiscd by the typical American Ne- 
ro 


So far as Mrs. MeCoy's deseription 
of the natural resources, scenery, &c., 
of the country, wo raise no serious 
objeetion. Even her ſutile effort to 
give tho peculiar features and charac- 
teristics of the natives might be ex 
ceused, but when we are confronted 
with tho following low, yes, shamoful 
estimatc of Liberia and Liberians, we 
foel duty bound, as a citizen of this 
republic, to offer some word of con- 
tradiction : 

At the colored man's worse condi- 
tion in America, he is far better off 
than the best in Liberia. 

If we are to accredit Mrs, MeCoy 
with veracity, which we do, then we 
must confess her ignorance of the real 
condition of things, both in Liberia 
nuch ker own laud of mobs, Negro- 
haters aud heaven-defiers. 

Liberia, we are free to confees, is no 
Paradise. There are many evils that 


surrounded with every grade of hn- 
manity, good and bad, just as is the 
case all over the world; but with all 
these ills, defects and imperfections, 
we breathe « free atmosphere, enjoy 
our right, free and untrammeled, 
we are free to develop into a full and 
unstunted manhood; we can aspire 
from the lowest to the highest posi- 
tions of life with no fear of defeat 
through prejudice or race caset; we 
can walk over our country without 
dread of mobviolence and free from 
other brutal discriminations; we can 
worship God under our own vine and 
fig tree;” we can enjoy all the emolu- 
ments of free citizenship which is more 
than any American Negro, north or 
goutb, educated or ignorant, rich or 
poor, black, blue, grizzle or gray, can 
truthfully say. I have traveled the 
American continent from one end to 
the other aud know of a truth that ev- 
ery Negro is doomed to that cursed 
demon, race prejudice, without puwe 
to alleviate his condition. | 
Mrs, MeCoy, with all of her polich, 
grace and dignity, is just as much a 
victim of American caste as the most 
degraded Negress on the contineut. 
Thousands of southern Negroes are 
longing for the arrival of the time 
when they can bid farewell to the 
land, rich by their labor, but cursed 
by their treatment. Thousands of ig- 
norant Negroes in the mob-dens of the 
south would do any reasonable thing 
to reach the free shores of Africa. 
Poor mortals! They groan beneath 
a burden miserable to be borne. They 
ivhabit « cursed blood-stained land 
where every vagabond can enjoy free- 
dom and protection; but those, good or 
bad, who, by nature, must wear a black 
hide, are doomed to the most hostile 
and inhuman treatment. 
African ſever is bad, yes, very bad. 
It bas carried many, perhaps, t. an 
untimely grave. Along this West 
Coast the goourge has been worst. 
Traders and minsjonaries have fallen 
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tho south, defying law, order and even 


eivilization itself. What can be worse? 
Poverty? No! Ignorance? No! 
Heatheniom? No! Nothing, save 


hell itself can prevent a worso aspoet 
than that of the American Negro.

American brethren can «how, with all 
their boastod civilization, wealth aud 
enporiority. Liberia is an **offort of 
the Negro to walk alone” among the 
nations of the carth, If we have no 
cars, electric lights, rapid trausit, etc., 
we can walk our streets, roads and 
paths as men aud women and 
not as slaves and mevials. What does 
American civilization amount to 80 
far as the Negro is concerned at any 
rato? Why, the whole thing is a woe- 
ful delasion. Perhaps if tho conti- 
nout was in its primitive stato it 
wonld bo better for the poor negro, 
who is now subjected to every species 
of crime and degradation known in 
the decalogue of villainy. Our poor 
people in America are just as dofensc- 
lews and unable to help themselves as 
new born babes, My God! what worse 


be unable to protect the virtue of 
their women and defend the honor and 
integrity of the raco to which they 
belong ? 

Again, Mrs, MeCoy says: *Emi- 
grants aro unweloome visitors. The 
American Liberians call them cucum- 
bers,” 

Now, what aro we to conclade from 
the above paragraph, if not that all 
the presideut's indacements, an agent 
to receive and care for emigrants, the 
selection of a special location, cte., 
for those of our brethren who ma 
come from exile, is a farce, a shameful 
delusiob, a snare for pecuniary pur- 
poses. Awful indictment! 

The Liberiaus call them cucum- 
bers,” etc. 

No doubt the above is a fit appella- 
tion for many who como from 
American plantations to Liberis, 
but tho title is a new one to me, 
and I have been very nearly over the 
entire Republic. 

My many years experiences and ob- 

gervations in Africa have imprexsed me 
very differently to that expressed by 
Mrs. MeCoy. 
Y For years I mingled with the best 
American society; I have watched 
with vigilance every phase of the 
American Negro's condition —domes- 
tically, socially, educationally and 
flinancially—but failed, yes, utterly 
failed, to sce that great advancement 
claimed in Mrs, MeCoy's address. I 
am sure that more wealth cau be ſonnd 
amorg the Negroes of Sierra Leone 
and Liberia than can be found among 
an equal number of Negroes anywhere 
on the American continent. Educa- 
tionally, the Sierra Leonians arc far 
in advance of the American Negro. 

Now, all this hub- bub about African 
fever is a mere scare-crow to stop emi- 
gration. African fever is no worse 


white men in the south. The swamps 
of Arkansaw, Miesissippi, South Car- 
olina and Louisiana are just as un- 
healthy as West Africa, and far more 
unbealthy than South Africa. 

Mrs. MeCoy charges Liberians 
with holding s&slaves, which is 
news to me. It is true, we often 
have country boys who labor as 8ervants 
but as for slave dealing no such thing 
exists in Liberia, and it is wrong to 
lay such a grave charge upon the peo- 
ple. To my personal knowledge many 
servants are cruelly treated by a few 
heartless and unprincipled Liberians, 
but by no means is such treatment of 
the natives general, Moreover, the na- 
tive man of Liberia, very © different 
from Sierra Leone and I might add 
America, has redress before the Libe- 
rian laws, where he is heard and sus 
tained as any other man or person of 
the republic. Can so much be said for 
our glorions America?” Can Negroes 
go before the American courts and get 
justice when a white man is, in ques- 
tion? We answer no! 

Again Lam informed that Mrs. Me- 
Coy was never outside the narrow con- 
fines of Monrovia other than one, per- 


haps two fiying trips up the St. Paul 


River. Now, what can sho know prac- 
tically of Liberia? Sho may know 
much of Monrovia but nothing of Li- 
beria, as a whole. 

So far as what Mrs. MeCoy may 
have thought of Bishop Turner's nerv- 
onsness, ete., amounts to nothing. 
Hundreds who were nearer the bishop 
than Mrs, MeCoy, while here give a 
very different tostimony. So much as 
relates to the annual conference being 
appointed for Since is a grave mis- 
take. We have uo organization at that 
place, hence never selected it as a con- 
ſerenco seat. 

But if the Bishop was nervous what 
of it? I wonder if Negroes never get 
nervous in America when they fall too 
near the march of judge lynch.” I 
wonder if the good Freeman editor 
would not fell a little uncasy, end wish 
for a western flyer“ should he fall 
down in westeru Arkansas, end see 
placarded on some depot, the following 
demand: Nidda DON'T LET THE SUN 
G60 DOWN ON YOU HERE,” To say no 
such inseriptions can be son In Arkan- 
aus, Louisiana, Mississippi, is to deny 
the truth. I am sure such an order 
would be strictly ' obeyed by (ven the 
brave aud good natured editor of the 
Freeman. I am sure African fever was 
not the first thing to make our good 
Bishop nervous, and should he re- 
main in the CURSED NEGRO-HATING con- 
fines of America, it won't be the last 
thing to make him inquire about get- 
ting away.

Those 
dead fellows go about preaching **high- 
tone worship” and moral reform, with- 
ont offering the people anything by 
which or with which they can reform. 
As a rule they bave but ono subject 
the silent forces of nature“ —which 
is « forge on all well autbenticatod 
acience and a misrepresentation of 
nature. Bishop Turner gives those 
lent force” fellows « death-dealer 
in the following: **7The #ilent forces 
of nature” —let ns repeat it, THE - 
LENT FORCES OF NATUKE, Nature has 
no silent forces, Lot us seo: Rivers 
riss, roar and drive everything 
before them, even to grent 
granite boulders, Old ocean lifts ber 
waves sky-bigh, and dasbes mountains 
to picces, Winds in cyclones «wee p 
the land and make continents tremble. 
Eleotricity sounds her battle gongs in 
the heavens. till man aud beast and 
earth itself scem effrighted, The uv, 
the god of day aud dispenser of in- 
numerable blessinge, shoots ont fiery 
billows to the distance of two byndred 
thousand miles, and if it were not for 
dead other tho roar would resound 
through spaco for billiots of miles. 
The internal fires of the earth roll in 
angry floods and hurl up mountains 
higher than clouds ever float, The 
planets in space, while riding in their 
orbits, generato a music which makes 
the universe a literal orchestra. Let 
the preacher go and do Hke wies, 
preach till he stirs the nuiverse of hu- 
man hearts, the universe of immortol 
souls. 

The above is bad doctrins for the 
ilont force“ brethren. 

Woll, says one, the white folks 
don't shout, and wo ought not to do 
it.” How do yon know that white 
folks don't shout? Perhaps it they 
shonted more and enjoyed heartfelt 
religion our poor people down south. 
would have « little respite from lyuch- 
ing, etc, But tho white folks uscd to 
shout when they wero serving God, 
just like those zileut force” fellows 
would do, if they would throw off that 
little educational «ham and get down to 
work for God wright. Matiy white 
folks shout now. The biggest shont 
that I ever witnessed was at a white 
folks' meeting down in Arkansas some 
years ago, when preacher and all 
ahouted. 

To prench against shouting is up- 
Methodistic. Spiritual death drove 
Wesley from the Church of England, 
which resulted in the organization of 
the Methodist church, where people 
could worship God free and untram- 
molled, Spiritual death in the charch 
called for a Wickliff, = Luther Hues, 
Knox and Wesley, and, unlees I am 
badly deceived, we are now in great 
need of another school of such strong 
advocates in behalf of Christian enthu- 
_—_— = idea of a Methodist 
preacher meaning people becanse 
they get happy. Such nonsense will 
do for the Protestant Episcopal aud 
Anglican church, but never for « 
Methodist church. 

But the great trouble with the il 
ent ſorce” brethren scems this: They 
have never been awakened by tho 
power of God unto salvation; they arc 
ignorant of spiritual inspiration; they 
have tho letter, but have no power; 
hence, when the power comes, they 
get mad and shout silent force,” re- 
form, reform, but never «ay repent 
aud be born again. The Negro should 
be the last people to argue wilent 
force,” for his whole existonce has been 
that of struggle, warfare, convulsion, 
commotion and everything but peace 
aud silence. Through smoke and 
olash of arms they were able to claim 
freedom; by prayer, hard work and 
perxeverance they bavoe managed to 
keep back the wolf of starvation dur- 
ing thirty years of freedom, a thing 
impossible had it not been for Divine 
interposition, 

Now, for such a mirgculously res- 
thusiastic worchip, and -prezch the 
ilent forco“ doctrine, is sickening. 

Some of those silent force” follows 
try to be 80,conistent. They hold up 
modesty, and themselves as an example 
of it, They can't bear to hear you say 
anything with positiveness and de- 
cigion, Sbeuld yon become n little 
ironical or sarcastic, they chargo you 
with immodesty and vulgarity. 

They believe in being like tho white 
folks, and yet they are sceretly pray- 
ing God to crrse the white folks for 
what these white folks have done to 
them. Those fellows can't bear re- 
vivals of religion, for the reason, *ay 
they, we want people to come to God 
calm and deliberately. We don't want 

any excitement, 4e. Poor empty- 
hearted and hide bound apostles of the 
faith. I wonder if one of those mi- 
lent force” fellows should «eo ous of 
their children approaching danger, 
# they would whisper to the child, or 
ery out so the child could hear and 
avert the danger? Just whisper, 1 
guess, and let the poor child meet an 
untimely end. 

I have beard this band of dealthends 
brag that they could not carry on re 
vivals; they clased the aalvation of 
ouls among the follies of the age. 
They like « good old quiet time. They 
appeal to the brain, which they regard 
far above the soul. Ob! if you gel 
them to dividing and snb-dividing, 
dealing in dry metaphysical propor
